F ur t h e r identification of S c hrade r 
was m a d e by a m a n 
who said 
lie 
heard the noice of a scuffle

According to this second wit 
ne s s ’ evidence Schra der, in reply to 
an inquiry re ga r d ing the noise 
in

nied all of A r ne t t ’s charges, th e of-
